DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In response to the communications dated January 4, 2001 through July 17, 2002, claims 1- 
20 are active in this application. 

2. Claims 4-5, 14-1 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. 

Oath/Declaration 

3. Oath/Declaration filed on January 4, 2001 has been considered. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they do 
not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: page 12, line 1 1, the label 
"214" and page 18, line 7, the label "150" and page 18, line 9, the label "180". A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Specification 



5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

6. The following title is suggested: -method for forming laterally diffused metal oxide 
semiconductor device-. 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: there is no brief 
description of the drawing (fig. 8). 

Page 14, line 12, the term "source drain" should change to -source/drain- for formality. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

8. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



9. Claims 6 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Re claim 6, line 2, the phrase "first source/drain dopant" should change to -first 

source/drain dopant laterally- for consistency. 

Re claim 16, line 2, the phrase "first source/drain dopant" should change to -first 

source/drain dopant laterally- for consistency. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 1 . Claims 1-3, 6-13, 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Re claims 1 and 11, applicant claims diffusing a first source/drain dopant laterally in 
the amorphous region to form a first portion of a channel; this is unclear since the source/drain 
dopant having the same conductivity type as the substrate, as showing in figure 1 (substrate 110 
having p-type conductivity) and figure 4 (first source/drain dopant 410 also having p-type 
conductivity). It is noted that a transistor (MOS) normally having the source/drain conductivity 
opposite from the substrate conductivity. 

12. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

13. Claims 1-3, 6-13, 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re claims 1 and 1 1 , the phrase "diffusing a first source/drain dopant laterally in the 
amorphous region to form a first portion of a channel" is unclear and confusing (see above).
